3. The pithead prices in Tables I, II and III are exclusive of royalty, and cesses, if any, 
levied by the Government, local authorities or other bodies, excise duty and sales tax. 


4, The pithead price of soft coke in Table IV is exclusive of excise duty and sales tax but 
Inclusive of royalty, and cesses, if any, levied by the Government, local authorities or 
other bodies at the rates payable immediately before the first August, 1975. Where 
such royalty or cess is increased after the first August, 1975 , the coUiety owners 
shall be entitled to add an amount equal to such increase, m addition to excise duty and 
sales tax, to the price specified in that Tabic.
